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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/14/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding claim 1 , on page 2-3 applicant argues that Sasaki does not teach or 
suggest that that the MPEG1 encoder 4 uses a first coding system that is different 
from the coding system of the MPEG 1 encoder 19 as required by independent Claim 1 
.Examiner respectfully disagrees. The independent claiml does not specify first coding 
system being MPEG1 encoder. Sasaki clearly have first coding system MPEG1 and 
second coding system other than MPEG1 (a frame decimator 27 performs frame 
decimation processing with respect to these decoded video signals, thereby reducing 
the amount of data (see Sasaki column13 line 49-52). Seo (US 6,798,980) teaches 
converting MPEG1 coded data to MPEG2 coded data.
